On September 19, 2014, Quail Creek Water Company, Inc. (“QCW’ or “Company”) filed an 
application with the Arizona Corporation Commission ((‘Commission’’) for an increase in annual 
revenues of $411,785, or 48.75 percent over test year revenues. The Company’s current rates 
were approved in 1999. Under the rates as proposed by the Company, a residential water service 
customer with a 5/8 x % inch meter, and an average monthly usage of 5,725 gallons, would 
expect to see a monthly increase of $12.60, or 40.62 percent, from $31.03 to $43.63. A 
customer’s bill depends on meter size and how much water is used each month. A customer with 
a larger meter and/or using less or more than the average would experience a smaller or larger 
increase.
